PEOPLE BADLY FRIGHTENED 


Fear Uprising of Seminole Indians in 
Oklahoma. 
• Oklahoma City, Okla., March 31.— 
Great excitement prevails among the 
Seminole freedmen in the vicinity of 
Holden vil le because of the arrest of 
one of their number, Frank Coker, 
charged with killing Marshal Baum 
and Deputy Odom in the fight at 
Crazy Snake's house Saturday. 
The 
people in that district are 
badly frightened over reports that the 
Seminóles are arming to join Crazy 
Snake’s band. Negro agitators worked 
among the Indians throughout the 
evening in an effort to incite them to 
an uprising. 
One story wired here declared the 
Seminóles had risen and were on the 
march in armed bodies. 
This could 
not be confirmed. 
It is charged that efforts are be­ 
ing made to belittle the trouble on ac­ 
count of the supposed unpleasant no­ 
toriety to the state. 
For this reason 
it is hard to get at the real facts re­ 
garding the number of dead and in­ 
jured since fighting began last Thurs­ 
day. A dispatch from Henryetta said 
military officers had reported unoffi­ 
cially that thirty negroes and Indians 
had been killed since Thursday.

in Saturday’s fight.

Jones and Clark inves­ 
tigated and announced themselves as 
satisfied that several Indians were 
burned.

ELMER CHURCH 
KILLED LAST NIGHT 


Pins River Man Met Death on 
Railway Track West of this 
City Tuesday Night 


EXACT CAUSE IS UNCERTAIN 


Probably was Struck by Special 
Train While Walkig Beside 
Track that Evening 
Considerable mystery surrounds the 
death of Elmer Church, of Pine River, 
whose remains were found beside the 
Northern 
Pacific track about three 
miles west of Brainerd this morning by 
Peter Parsons, section foreman, and 
his crew. 
It is supposed, however, 
that the deceased came to his death 
either by a fall from a moving train or 
from being struck by a train while 
walking along the track. Church, who 
was on his way to Montana, carr e 
down from his home at Pine River yes­ 
terday and apparently started to go to 
Sylvan, the first station west of Brain­ 
erd. That he was going to Sylvan is 
evidenced by letters, unstamped, which j 
he was carrying from his daughter, 
Miss Lottie Church, to friends in Sylvan, 
and which he would have mailed had he 
not been going to stop there. 
His 
watch was found about 20 feet west of 
the body, badly defaced and evidently 
stopped at about 7:20 or 7:30 o’clock. 
A revolver which he always carried, 
was found about fifteen feet or 20 feet 
east of where the body was found. His 
neck was broken and his left side caved 
in and his left hand cut. It is not 
known here at what time he started 
from Brainerd, or whether or not he 
started afoot, but no tickets to Sylvan 
were sold last night and he had no 
ticket on his person as would have been 
apt to have been the case had he pur­ 
chased one for some point west of 
Staples.

Mr. Currie. m anager of the Uganda 
Railway, and Mr. Sw eeney, his

sistant, are both good, progressive 
Englishmen. 
They told me that all 
conveniences that could conduce to 
the health and com fort of the visitors 
oti tin* railway line of their journey 
would be put at tho com m and of the 
popular Am erican hunter.

Youthful Sultan of 2anxibar Anxious 
to Moot Formor President—Governor 
James Sadler Will Also Entertain 
the 
Hunting Party From Amorica. 


When I arrived in British East Africa 
last spring I heard a great deal on every 
side about tho visit of our former Presi­ 
dent, Theodore Roosevelt, to the hunt­ 
ing grounds of big game. Whether it was 
the Arab Sultan of Zanzibar, the Lewali 
of Mombasa, the English rulers, the 
German officers or the French colonists, 
everybody wanted to show their deep 
appreciation of Mr. Roosevelt. 
A man who will wait with intense 
interest the guest’s arrival will be the 
hereditary Arab ruler of all East Africa, 
young Ali bin Hamoud, the present 
Sultan of Zanzibar. I know the Sultan 
well. When the American Consul pre­ 
sented me to him In the palace in tile 
summer of 1908 his first words wrere: 
"I ain always glad to meet Americans. 
Your big country is the one I most de­ 
sire to see. 
Your brilliant President is 
coming to East Africa, and he will have 
the wannest welcome ever given to a 
visitor in my domains. 
You see, we 
Arabs have the same sense of honor 
mid high worth that you English-speak­ 
ing people have. It would be tile great­ 
est pleasure in tile world for me to re­ 
ceive 
Mr. 
Roosevelt 
and 
to 
visit 
America.” So spoke tile Sultan of Zan­ 
zibar, a young man educated at Eton, 
now twenty-two years of age, dressed 
like an English gentleman, and speak­ 
ing the language of Shakespeare with­ 
out an accent. 
On tile main land at Mombasa, tile 
Arab ruler is called the Lewali. Ile is 
a descendant of a race of kings, 
lie 
will be on the reception committee at 
Mombasa. 
For a long time his Arab 
ancestors fought the Arabs of Zanzibar, 
but a t last Zanzibar was victorious, and 
the Lewali of Mombasa is now a finely 
educated young man, is a subject of 
the Sultan and under the Protectorate 
of England. Great Britain rents the i 
shore land for ten miles inland from the 
Sultan of Zanzibar for $85,000 a year. 
The hinterland is hers by right of occu­ 
pation, and a territory of 400,000 square 
miles, containing 5,000,000 blacks and 
3,000 whites, makes up what is called the 
East African Protectorate. 
It is here 
and in Uganda, another territory at the 
head waters of the Nile, that the most 
of the hunting is to be done. 
The two 
side trips of most importance are the 
one projected into the Congo in search 
of white rhinoceri, and the one toward 
Lake Rudolph on the Abyssinian border. 
There is also a fine trip to the Kiliman­ 
jaro and German East Africa in contem­ 
plation. 
Now, one of the men w’ho will be prom­ 
inent in the entertainment of the Roose­ 
velt party is Gov. Sir Jam es Sadler of 
the East African Protectorate, who has 
a fine bungalow at Mombasa and one at 
Nairobi, 337 miles in the interior, at an 
elevation of 5,500 feet. 
Sir Jam es is a 
man of open heart and kindly disposi­ 
tion. 
He has been undeviatingly in 
favor of giving the blacks their own 
land and all their rights. 
Some of the 
colonists think that Gov. Sadler is kind 
to the natives and the Hindus at the 
expense of the white men. He expelled 
the Hon. Mr. Bailey and Lord Dela- 
mere from the legislative assembly at 
Nairobi last year because those gentle­ 
men were actively working against the 
game preserves and the reserves of land 
for the Masei and other tribes. 
Mr. Bailey and Lord Delamere are 
both rich men and very popular, and 
they will unquestionably be among the 
British colonists to welcome and greet 
the big man after big game. 
I under­ 
stand that Gov. Sadler is going to have 
Mr. Roosevelt as his guest in the famous 
bungalow, 
or 
Government 
House, 
which looks off from the rocks of Mom­ 
basa out upon the Indian Ocean, on a 
view unparalleled anywhere in East 
Africa. 
Mr. Currie, manager of the Uganda 
Railway, and Mr. Sweeney, his as­ 
sistant, are both good, progressive 
Englishmen. They told me that all 
conveniences that could conduce to 
the health and comfort of the visitors 
on the railway line of their journey 
would be put at the command of the 
popular American hunter. They have 
actually made improvements in their 
rolling stock and introduced new ice 
plants to please and help their dis­ 
tinguished visitor. This Uganda Rail­ 
way, finished in 1902, runs from Mom­ 
basa to Lake Victoria, 584 miles, and 
along the greater part of it the game is 
protected on one side of the track. 
On 
the right hand side of the track hunters 
may shoot, and it is here that Mr. Currie 
and the railway officials will make all 
arrangements for trains to stop; and 
cars are to be equipped with every­ 
thing that can make the hunt at this 
point an assured pleasure and success. 
There are hundreds and thousands of 
wild game in sight of the railway car 
windows. 
Tho party will likely proceed directly 
to Nairobi, the capital of British East 
Africa, 337 miles inland. 
Here Gov. 
Sadler and 
ice-Gov. Jackson will 
for a part of the time have Mr. Roose­ 
velt as a guest. But at Nairobi is 
tho 
famous American, Mr. William 
N. McMillan, who has a charming wife 
and whose boundless wealth and genial 
hospitality are known all over the coun­ 
try. 
Mr. McMillan I met in August. 
He was having his town house a t Nairobi 
—a handsome bungalow—fitted up with 
electric lights, and rooms were being 
added to it that he may enable the 


former President to stay at this Ameri­ 
can home while he is getting ready for 
his big safari (journey). 
There are 
nearly set en hundred Englishmen in and 
around Nairobi; and they will have re­ 
ceptions and horse races, banquets and 
speeches. 
In the Nairobi post office 
one day I was addressing a picture 
postal to Mr. Roosevelt, who was then 
President,and an English pioneer farmer 
came in and saw it. 
He said Jo me: 
“If you know Mr. Roosevelt, tell him I 
have a farm ten miles square, with forty 
wild buffaloes on it. 
We are keeping 
them in the hope that your President 
will give us a look In. ” 
Mr. McMillan is a nephew of Senator 
McMillan of Michigan. I asked him 
why he continued to live in Africa. 
He replied: “I don’t know. 
No man 
knows what fascinates him with this 
wild country. 
I have Africanitis, I 
suppose. 
And I hope the President, 
when he comes, will find it as enjoyable 
as I always do. I have a farm of 20,000 
acres and I can take him to rhino and 
wild buffalo, as well as lions, within 
fifty miles of Nairobi, and show him the 
wildest life ho will find in Africa. 
We 
are simply rejoicing in the anticipation 
of the fun and sport and good fellowship j 
we shall have with such a popular and I 
high minded and distinguished man as 1 
Roosevelt. 
We Americans are going I 
to make it evident that we have a big I 
man with us. ” 
If Mr. Roosevelt will take my advice I 
ho will not miss the Kilimanjaro M oun-! 
fain and. the Taveta Forest, on the | 
borders of German East Africa and in 
the Province of Moschi. He can get 
a train from Nairobi back to Voi, about 
two hundred miles. From Voi to Burra 
among the Taita Hills is twenty-three 
miles. 
At B urra he will find tho English 
collector, a great and skillful hunter. 
Then lie will cross the Seringeti, a desert 
of scrub for fifty miles, full of lions, 
leopards and hyenas. Thero I had two 
donkeys eaten by lions and a dog eaten 
by a leopard. 
Across the Seringeti 
there is a good road, built right up 
through British territory to German 
East Africa and Marangu, in the Kili­ 
manjaro region. 
While I was thero in 
August, 1908, eleven elephants were 
killed by British and German sports­ 
men in one week. 
At Taveta Forest on tho border of 
German and British East Africa, lives J 
the best sportsm an in the whole conti- i 
nent of Africa, and Roosevelt cannot j 
afford to miss a hunt with him—my j 
friend, Mr. Hyde Baker, the English ; 
Commissioner. 
He has shot 200 cie- j 
phants and an equal number of lions, I 
besides a host of game and birds for ! 
Baron Rothschild. 
Tall and straight, I 
and in his prime, Baker is the man near- ! 
est Roosevelt’s ideal in Africa. 
Baker j 
is the only white man who ever saw an j 
okapi (the newest animal to science) 
alive. 
He shot it in the Ituri forest j 
for Baron Rothschild. 
Mr. Baker talked with me about the 
visit of America’s foremost hunter. He 
said in a simple, boyish way: “Tell the 
President if he comes my way I will 
show him all the game. ” That was not 
much to say, but when it’s all it’s a 
great deal, for this man knows all the 
game from the Zambesi to the Nile. 
In Moschi Roosevelt will find a glori­ 
ous hunter in Sergeant Major Bast, of 
the Moschi Askaris (native troops). 
Herr Bast has killed two lions before 
breakfast. 
He has shot rhinoceri by 
the score and lived among wild beasts 
for twenty years. He is the best author­ 
ity on the Masai, the famous hunting 
warriors, in the world. 
Continuing his journey to Uganda, 
the tide of enthusiasm will not abate 
when the indomitable “Teddy” reaches 
the Nile country and the Japan of Cen­ 
tral Africa.

The King of Uganda, Banda Chwa, j 
a boy of twelve,grandson of th at famous 
Mtsea, who entertained Stanley,told me, 
while his eyes sparkled with boyish 
glee, th at nowhere could the President 
find such big bull elephants as in Uganda.

SENATE PASSES 
THE SALARY BILL 


Will Draw Two Years’ Pay Dur­ 


ing the Session, 


BEFORE HALF OF IT IS DUE 


Legislators W ill Draw Their Entire 


Salary Unless the Governor Vetoes 


the 
Measure—Opposition to Cass 


Lake Normal School Makes Passage 


of That Measure In the House Doubt­ 


ful-Naturopathic Bill Killed. 


St. Paul, March 31.—With only nine­ 
teen votes against It, the Brady bill, 
authorizing the members of the legis­ 
lature to draw their two years’ salary 
during the legislative session, was 
passed by the senate. This means 
that, unless the governor vetoes the 
bill, the members will draw in a few 
weeks the $500 they ctherwise would 
have drawn next year. 
It wa3 the bill which was killed in 
committee of the whole three weeks 
ago. 
Since that time scarcely a sen­ 
ate bill has been considered by the 
house and the senators were whipped 
into line and thirty-seven of them 
voted for the bill. 
The bill was exposed on the floor 
of the senate three weeks ago, when 
it was charged th at its passage would 
mean the breaking of faith with th j 
people and a breaking of the contract 
implied when the members accepted 
the office. The position pays $500 a 
year, payable in two installments at 
the first of each year. T. J. Brady of 
St. Paul wanted his pay for the sec­ 
ond year at the end of the session and 
the majority of the house members 
wanted the same. The bill will permit 
the payment of the total salary by the 
end of the legislative session, or one 
year before one-half Is due under the 
law under which the members were 
elected. 
The 
bill 
has 
now 
passed 
both 
branches of the legislature and only 
the governor’s veto stands in the way 
of its becoming law. 
Cass Lake Normal School Bill. 
The Cass I .ake normal school bill, 
introduced 
by 
Senator Gunn 
and 
passed in the senate, was made a spe­ 
cial order in the house for next Fri­ 
day at 2 p. rn., when the bill will come 
up for its final passage or defeat. The 
so-called general bill, which allowed 
the normal school board to locate the 
school, was killed some time ago. 
The vote on the bill is expected to 
be very close. 
On a motion last week 
to postpone the bill indefinitely there 
were 57 yeas and 59 nays. 
It is be­ 
lieved that some of those who voted 
against the killing of the bill then will 
not vote for the bill on its final pass­ 
age, but on the other hand, some of 
the absentees may be present and help 
to pass it. 
The members from the northw est­ 
ern part of the state and those who 
were on the so-called junket which 
visited the sites are in the majority 
opposed to the Cass Lake bill. 
The naturopathic examiners’ 
bill 
which Is the name the chiropractic 
bill has used during this session, saw 
its finish when it came to a vote in 
the house. The vote was 83 to 24 
against the bill. 
The bill passed both houses four 
years ago and was vetoed by the gov­ 
ernor. 
Two years ago it passed the 
senate and was killed in the house, 
and tnis year the bill was killed in 
the house. 
House Disapproves of Custom. 
By voting down the bills to pay O. 
F. Olson of Douglas county and Will­ 
iam Foreman of Wabasha county their 
expenses in the contests they started 
to get into the legislature, the house 
puts its disapproval on the long-con­ 
tinued practice of paying the bills of 
candidates who start contests when 
they are defeated by a close vote. The 
house passed the bill of E. E. Lobeck 
of Douglas county and James Carley 
of Wabasha, the two members who 
wore elected and who successfully de­ 
fended them selves in their contests. 
There was wide difference of opin­ 
ion as to the merits of the semi­ 
monthly salary bill in the senate and 
it was killed, 24 to 30. The bill had 
already passed the house and was 
amended, but the senate thought that 
once a m onth was enough for em­ 
ployes to be paid. 
The bill was aimed 
at the railroads and was requested by 


a large num ber of employes. 
The house passed Carl W allace's 
bill prohibiting slot machines. There 
was no debate or opposition to the 
bill. 
The senate passed the bill creating 
a new 
banking 
department. 
The 
work of examination of banks is taken 
from the public examiner, and the gov­ 
ernor is to appoint a new official with 
a deputy for each congressional dis­ 
trict. 
Examination of banks is to be 
made twice a year. This bill must 
pass the house. 
With one vote to spare the Mork 
bill, prohibiting young boys in billiard 
and pool halls, was passed by the sen­ 
ate. 
The age limit is eighteen, unless 
the boy Is a pupil in school, in which 
case he cannot legally play pool nor 
billiards in public until he reaches his 
majority. 
With Ray Farrington of Ortonville, 
the only voluble champion of the 
cigarette, the house anti-cigarette hill 
was recommended for passage by the 
senate iii committee of the whole.

The shaft 
In which the explosion occurred had 
not been worked for several days, the 
explosion following quickly after the 
descent of the first shift. The force 
of the explosion was felt for a half 
mile.
